Oct. 29.— T he principal 
events in the financial district in di­ 
cate that the w orst of tin* crisis is 
over and th a t conditions are settlin g 
down 
to normal. 
T here have been 
no further hank su spensions and re­ 
ports are favorable for the resum ption 
of m ost of th e hanks which closed 
tem porarily last week. 
Tile e n g a g e­ 
m ent 
of 
$18,750,000 
in 
gold 
from 
Europe for importation to N ew York 
w as follow ed by the announcem ent of 
sales 
of 
A m erican 
copper 
abroad, 
which will further increase the tide 
of foreign m oney to this country to 
an aggregate of $25,000,000. This, with 
the rapid rise of good secu rities on 
the Stock E xchange, in so m e cases 
as much as 4 and 5 per cent, which 
was naturally followed by a light re 
action at the close, and the policy—of 
the trust com p anies not to pay out 
currency 
for 
hoarding 
purposes, all 
contributed to strengthen the feeling 
In banking quarters and am ong the 
public at large. 
Runs 
upon 
banks 
have 
practically 
ceased, 
partly 
b e­ 
cause of recognition that th ey were 
u nnecessary and unjustified and part­ 
ly b ecau se of the policy adopted to 
pay large ch eck s only in depositary 
banks.

ch ecks w ere paid promptly in curren­ 
cy and larger am ounts also w ere paid 
w here it w as dem onstrated that the 
currency w as required for other pur­ 
poses than Hoarding.

St. Paul, Oct. 29.— T h e step s taken 
to prevent a drain on the St. P aul 
hanks, In view of conditions prevailing 
at other banking centers, have m et 
with the heartiest approval of local 
business Interests. T h o se dealing w ith 
the banks realized that under the cir- 
cu m stan oes such steps had to he ta k ­ 
en. but th ere w as not the slig h test 
fear exp ressed in any quarter that the 
situation p ossessed 
any 
elem en t of 
danger. 
Som e sm all depositors appeared at 
the banks w ith the intention to draw 
out their d ep o sits and place tho m oney 
in safety d eposit vaults, hut when the

28.— T h e suprem e 
court of the United States h as g ra n t­ 
ed the petition of Edward T. Young, 
attorney general of M innesota, for a 
writ bringing the contem pt proceed 
lugs ag ain st Mr. Young in connection 
with th e enforcem ent of th e railroad 
rate law of that state to th a t court for 
review and enlarged the scope of tho 
order so tis to permit of his admission 
to hail.
